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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Specification 

1. The abstract is objected to because it exceeds 150 words. It is important that the 
abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the 
computer tape used by the printer is limited. Correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- as defined in 
page 5 of the present specification. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "at least two 
elongated tubular members" and "an electrical power source" in claim 1, "a controller" 
in claim 17, and "at least three substrates, each substrate having a plurality of light 
emitting devices" in claim 22 must be shown. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

enclosing a region of separation and being illuminated by a light emitting device 
proximate a protrusion as recited in the claims 1 and 22.
